and  slow  the  effects  of  aging. 
Lauded  as  a  wonder  drug,  a 
kilogram  of  synthetic  melatonin 
sells  for  as  much  as  $10,000. 


In  a  procedure  known  as  tissue 
engineering,  scientists  grow  a 
human  ear  under  the  skin  of  a 
laboratory  mouse.  Researchers 
hope  the  procedure  will  play  an 
important  role  in  the  future  of 
transplant  surgery. 


As  a  protective  measure  against 
counterfeiting  in  the  era  of  digital 
publishing,  the  Treasury 
Department  redesigns  U.S. 
currency  bills,  to  be  issued  over 
the  next  five  years,  starting  early 
1996  with  the  new  $100  bill. 


In  November,  Visa  introduces  a 
cash-storage  card  that 
eliminates  a  pocketful  of  loose 
change.  A  chip  in  the  plastic  card 
tracks  the  amount  of  available 
cash,  which  is  accessed  with  a 
reader  at  the  place  of  purchase. 
The  card  can  be  taken  to  the 
bank  and  reloaded. 


Astronomers  using  the  Hubble 
Space  Telescope  observe  new 
moons  orbiting  the  planet 
Saturn,  adding  at  least  2 
moons  and  possibly  4  to 
Saturn’s  previously  known 
total  of  18. 

A  team  of  French  and  British 
explorers  believe  they  have 
found  an  ancient  breed  of  horse 
previously  unknown  to 
scientists.  In  November,  the 
four-foot  high  horse  with  a 
triangular  head,  which 
resembles  the  vanished  horses 
of  European  Stone  Age 
drawings,  is  named  Riwoche 
for  its  home  region  in  Tibet.

The  time  for  delay  is  over.  Lawrence  needs  a

At  some  point  «  community  has  iO  make  a  decision: 
Does  it  care  about  its  future,  or  doesn’t  it? 

Does  it  want  to  rebuild  pride  in  the  community  or 
doesn’t  it? 

Does  it  want  to  support  the  basics,  or  doesn’t  it’ 
Lawrence  is  at  that  crossroads  now. 

Despite  almost  heroic  efforts  by  parents  and  educa¬ 
tors  to  provide  Lawrence’s  children  a  good  education, 
the  city’s  high  school  is  in  terrible  shape.  The  time  is  long 
overdue  to  build  a  new  one. 

The  city  is  looking  at  building  a  gleaming,  $60  million 
high  school  with  an  attractive  campus  of  50  acres,  includ¬ 
ing  playing  fields,  a  stadium,  a  swimming  pool  and  a 
hockey  arena  —  a  school  that  Lawrence  could  point  to 
with  pride.  Work  could  begin  in  1997. 

Currently,  the  city  makes  do  with  a  cramped,  crum¬ 
bling  building  constructed  in  1901,  and  given  an  annex  in 
t92A.  In  1 982,  the  city  dumped  $16  million  into  a  renova¬ 
tion.  But  this  old  building  can  only  serve  the  modern 
needs  of  students  for  so  long.  The  student  body  is  expect¬ 
ed  to  grow  from  the  current  2,100  to  2,400  in  1998. 

The  poor  condition  of  the  facility  is  one  reason  a  state 
accreditation  committee  has  kept  the  school  on  partial 
probation  since  1985,  which  means  certification  of  diplo¬ 
mas  is  conceivably  at  risk.  The  committee  cites 
Lawrence  High  School’s  lack  of  science  labs  and  com¬ 
puter  facilities,  playing  fields  and  a  stadium  in  the  vicin¬ 
ity  of  the  school.  . 

Lawrence’s  young  people  deserve  better.  They  will 
need  a  first-rate  education  —  which  by  definition 
includes  work  on  computers  and  in  science  labs  —  if  they 
hope  to  compete  for  increasingly  technological  jobs  in 
the  next  century. 

Lawrence  is  a  poor  community.  But  it  is  not  too  poor  to 
undertake  this  project,  given  the  fact  that  the  state’s  tax¬ 
payers  are  willing  to  pay  a  whopping  90  percent  of  the 
cost  —  $54  million.  Lawrence  would  only  have  to  come 
up  with  the  remaining  S6  million. 


As  one  school  rises,  plans  for  3  more  take  shape

LAWRENCE  —  In  September,  the 
city  will  watch  as  the  brand  new 
1,200-student  South  Lawrence  East 
Elementary  School  opens  just  north 
of  Interstate  495. 

But  if  School  Superintendent 
James  F.  Scully  has  his  way,  it  will 
be  only  one  of  several  new  schools  to 
appear  on  the  Lawrence  landscape. 

As  early  as  September,  Mr.  Scully 
plans  to  recommend  $90  million  in 
school  construction,  including  a  new 
high  school,  two  new  elementary 
schools,  and  renovations  to  two 
existing  elementary  schools. 

He  said  all  of  the  projects  will  be 
designed  to  be  “cost  neutral”  to  the 
city.  He  said  the  state  is  paying  90 
percent  of  the  $28.1  million  South 
Lawrence  East  School.  He  is  work¬ 
ing  to  have  the  state  pay  even  a 
greater  percentage  on  the  three  new 


schools  and  renovations  he  plans  to 
propose. 

“For  the  life  of  me,  I  can’t  under¬ 
stand  how  anybody  in  Lawrence  can 
oppose  them,”  Mr.  Scully  said  of  the 
new  construction  projects.  ,  > 

Neighboring  communities  such  as 
Haverhill  and  Lowell  in  recent  years 
have  built  new  schools  and  fixed 
their  old  ones,  according  to  Mr. 
Scully.  He  said  Chelsea,  which  was 
put  in  receivership  a  few  years  ago, 
is  now  rebuilding  its  schools. 

“And  Chelsea  was  more  broke 
than  Lawrence,”  Mr.  Scully  said, 
adding  the  state  paid  95  percent  of 
the  cost  of  school  construction  in 
that  community. 

Mr.  Scully  said  that  in  September 
he  will  formally  go  before  the  School 
Committee  to  recommend  building: 

A  new  high  school  to  replace  the 
current  building,  contstructed  at  the
